The date on whi h the resigna­ 
tion would be made effective was 
to be worked out between Eisen­ 
hower and Lodge in their confer­ 
ence this weekend. 
It was believed in Washington 
before Lodge left that the resigna­ 
tion could not be made effective 
much before May 15.

mifONDAY is election day in Escanaba 
™ Four of the five members of the city 
council will be elected as well as a justice 
of the peace. In addition a municipal of­ 
fice of no importance, the office of con­ 
stable, will be on the ballot. 
A second ballot, a proposal to amend the 
city charter to authorize a 
five-member 
civil service commission 
instead 
of 
the 
present three-member commission, 
also 
will be presented to the voters in Mon­ 
day's election here. 
The council election has developed more 
than usual local interest and if weather 
conditions are good, a heavy turnout is an­ 
ticipated. This is an encouraging sign be­ 
cause municipal elections are of great im­ 
portance. 
On the charter amendment proposal, the 
Escanaba Press recommends a “Yes" vote. 
The 
three-member civil service commis­ 
sion does not possess a base broad enough 
for the important functions that this com­ 
mission performs. 
The civil service com­ 
mission is not 
completely 
an 
advisory 
agency of the government. Not only do the 
recommendations of the commission carry 


Big Steel Strike 
Looms Wednesday 
A big steel strike is in the making and 
barring unexpected developments, steel 
workers will be off their jobs beginning 
Wednesday morning. 
The effect of such a strike to the na­ 
tional economy and to the national defense 
effort is readily apparent. 
A stoppage of 
production for any great length of time 
could be disastrous. 
• 
If a strike develops, it is all the more 
disheartening because it is so needless. The 
steel companies have offered nine cents an 
hour, plus fringe benefits. Industry esti­ 
mates the offer at 16c an hour. The union 
presidents figured it at 14He. Whether 16c 
or 14He, it is still a substantial raise in an 
industry that now has an average pay of 
JI .88 per hour. The uniion has declined the 
offer because it is less than the 17 He an 
hour and other fringe benefits recommend­ 
ed by the Wage Stabilization Board. 
The 
WSB 
recommendations, however, 
were stacked and do not 
represent 
the 
country's best interests. It now develops 
that some of the WSB board members who 
were supposed to be public representatives, 
leaning neither to labor nor management, 
were actually receiving compensation from 
either the CIO or AFL just prior to their 
appointments to the board. 
With such a 
biased board, it is no wwider that the rec­ 
ommendations Brere for a wage boost of 
the size proposed, the largest in the na­ 
tion's industrial history. 
The Wage Stabilization Board has, in ef­ 
fect, created this strike. If the WSB had 
not proposed such a preposterous increase, 
an increase, incidentally, which the gov­ 
ernment refuses to pass on to consumers 
in any substantial propogion, 
the steel 
workers and the steal industry probably 
could have reached an agreement. 
After 
all, a 14He an hour pay boost, to accept the 
figure of the union president, is still a sub­ 
stantial increase. This is particularly true 
because the inflationary spiral has been 
halted and living costs have reduced slight­ 
ly. The spiral will continue and at an ac­ 
celerated pace, however, if a high wage in­ 
crease pattern i6 established in the steel 
industry. 


considerable authority with 
the 
council, 
but the commission has a form of legisla­ 
tive authority in its own right. Civil serv­ 
ice recommendations of some m atters can 
become municipal law without any action 
ot the city council, even though the coun­ 
cil itself possesses veto power. 
Th 
enarrow 
base of the civil service 
commission as it is now constituted is un­ 
wise. The proposal to enlarge the commis­ 
sion to five members is one deserving of 
public support. 
It is unfortunate that the office of con­ 
stable is on the ballot at all. Escanaba has 
not had a constable for at least the last four 
3'ears and we have been none the worse for 
the experience. The office is on the ballot 
simply because an archaic law requires 
it. There is no more need for the office of 
constable in Escanaba than there is need 
for a bird-counter or cloud-watcher. Per­ 
haps less. 
The 
council 
election, however, should 
command the keenest interest of the entire 
city electorate. The operation of our city 
government is of exceptional importance 
to everyone. Three council members will 
be elected to four year terms in Monday’s 
voting and one will be elected for a two- 
year unexpired term. The only council seat 
not being contested at this election is that 
of Mayor Knutson whose term of office has 
two more years to run. 
Be sure to vote Monday, ram, log or 
shine.

STRIKES AND WAGE BOARD 
Wage Stabilizer Nathan Feinsinger pre­ 
dicted a wave of strikes “almost immedi­ 
ately” if Congress strips the power of the 
Wage Stabilization Board. 
He also told a Senate labor-management 
committee behind closed doors 
that 
he 
himself would resign immediately if the 
Senate adopted an amendment by Sen. 
Everett Dirksen, Illinois Republican, aim­ 
ed at weakening the wage board. 
“The adoption of the Dirksen amend­ 
ment, or anything like it, would produce 
chaos,” 
Chairman 
Feinsinger 
warned. 
“Hasty legislation in the delicate field of 
labor-management 
relations will open a 
Pandora’s box of confusion and unrest. I 
should not want to be held responsible for 
the consequences.” 
The blunt-spoken wage stabilizer read 
off a long list of industries that are walk­ 
ing the tight-rope of labor negotiations. 
“If 
the 
board’s dispute functions are 
taken away,” he declared, “I predict that 
we would almost immediately have strikes 
in some, or possibly all, of 
these 
indus­ 
tries.” 
Feinsinger warned that Dirksen’s pro­ 
posals would break up the board and mean 
“the end of tripartitism in wage stabiliza­ 
tion and disputes settlement.” 
“I want to say this with all the em­ 
phasis at my command,” he added solemn­ 
ly. “I doubt seriously whether the govern­ 
ment would ever be able to secure the 
services of competent and experienced per­ 
sons to serve on an all-public board, should 
this boar dbreak up.” 
CENSORING COLUMNISTS 
Some publishers censor syndicated col­ 
umns when columnists’ views don’t jibe 
with theirs, but not GOP Sen. Fred Seaton 
of Nebraska, publisher of 
the 
Hastings 
Tribune and other midwest papers. 
Serving in the Senate since the death of 
Ken Wherry, Seaton, unlike Wherry, has 
not been for Taft. He has consistently sid­ 
ed with the progressive Republicans. 
But 
the other day he got a phone call from his 
editor. 
“You see what happens when you won’t 
let us censor syndicated columnists?” he 
protested. “Joe Alsop has a column today 
listing you as a Taft man!” 
Senator-Publisher Seaton told his edi­ 
tor to run the column just the same.

columnist has a right to his opinion,” he 
said. “That’s why we run him—to give an­ 
other viewpoint in the paper.”

ple. What Jesus did imply was that the 
publicans needed Him most.

PRIMARIES AND CAUCUSES 
Now is the time when the political par­ 
ties are actively preparing 
for 
national 
conventions. Some states have already held 
their primaries or caucuses; 
others will 
soon hold them. But what is a “prim ary” 
and what is a “caucus”? 
Basically, “caucus” (CAW-cus) and “pri­ 
m ary” (PRV-muh-ri) mean 
the 
same 
thing, politically. Each refers to a meeting 
of members of the same political party to 
nominate candidates. 
The prim ary is so 
named because it is the “first” meeting for 
such a purpose,.from Latin “prim us,” first. 
The 
term 
"caucus” is used chiefly in 
New England, but the origin of the name 
is not positively known. 
Several of our 
leading Airn rican dictionaries believe it to 
have come from Algonquian Indian, "cau- 
cavvasu.’ advisor. Other authorities look to 
the Medieval Greek “kaukos,” which be­ 
came “caucus'’ in Medieval Latin, meaning 
“a drinking cup.” 
And it is known cer­ 
tainly that there w'as, in Boston, a club 
about 1735 and later whose members call­ 
ed it the “Caucus Club.” In the Diary of 
John 
Adams, 
second President of the 
United States, an entry in 1763 indicates 
that the members of the club were heavy 
drinkers, so it is possible that the name did 
come from Greek “kaukos.” 
The term “caucus’’ is also used to de- i 
note a small group of the leaders of a po­ 
litical party who meet for the purpose of 
deciding upon a course of action.

Those giant trucks which either 
roar past you at 65 miles an hour, 
or slow you to a crawl on the hills, 
are even harder on your pocket- 
book than on your disposition. 
That conclusion can be drawn 
from the most thorough and scien­ 
tific highway-use test of its kind 
ever conducted in this country, 
though its final results have not 
yet been made public. 
The tests were completed last 
year over a measured mile 
of 
Maryland road under direction of 
the Highway 
Research Board of 
the National Academy of Sciences 
Cooperating were the U.S. Bureau 
of Public Roads and highw'ay de­ 
partm ents of ll states and the 
District of Columbia. 
A principal question was: Do 
big trucks 
cause 
big 
damage? 
The answer was yes—an appalling 
amount. 
For instance, on a truck with a 
single rear axle, a 22,400-pound 
load causes six times as much 
pavement cracking as does an 
18,000-pound load. 
On trucks with tandem axles 
(two rear axles and at least lour 
rear wheels) a 44,800-pound load 
causes more than 12 times as much 
cracking as does a 32,000-pound 
load. 
What does this mean in terms of 
the road-building dollars which 
come out of your pocket as a tax­ 
payer? 
An 
answer 
comes 
from 
the 
American Road Builders’ Associa­ 
tion. 
It reports that last year 
highway construction costs in the 
eight states permitting axle loads 
of 22,000 poinds or more aver­ 
aged $197,000 per mile. 
That figure compares with only 
$25,400 per mile ’ i the 40 states 
w'ith lower axle limits. 
A comparable cost ratio is found 
for road maintenance and repair. 
A joint committee of Congress 
reveals that cost 
of correcting 
highway deficiencies last 
year 
averaged $123,675 per mile in the 


eight higher limit states. 
These figures show only a $33,- 
300 per mile average for correct­ 
ing deficiencies in the 40 states 
with lower limits. 
T h e 
Pennsylvania 
Highway 
Commission 
says 
maintenance 
costs on a section of U.S. Route ll 
which is used by heavy trucks are 
16 times more than maintenance 
costs on another section of the 
same highway stretch used prim­ 
arily by passenger cars. 
All of this has led $0 some pret­ 
ty sharp comment by official agen­ 
cies investigating the cost of big 
truck operation to the taxpayer. 
The New Jersey Commission on 
State Tax Policy broke down the 
state’s 1949 highway payments of 
$59,468,000 to see how much each 
type of vehicle paid on the basis 
of ton miles travelled. 
The Commission found that each 
passenger 
car 
overpaid 
$6.29, 
while each 12-ton truck under­ 
paid $263.79. 
The Council of State Govern­ 
ments, reporting on highway leg­ 
islation in 1951, was a little milder 
but considerably more compre­ 
hensive. 
“In many states,” the Council 
reported, “the share of highway 
costs borne by heavy vehicle has 
not been in proportion to their use 
of the highways.” 
Of paramount importance in 
the whole subject of truck dam­ 
age to highways is the matter et 
overloading — weights 
Heavier 
than the states' maximums. 
Independent truckers staged a 
brief and futile strike in mid- 
March against Pennsylvania’s 45,- 
0 0 0- pound gross weight limit for 
trucks. 
They wanted the limit 
raised to 60,000 pounds. 
W hat kind of highway damage 
will the truck do that was stopped 
by Pennsylvania police two years 
ago? It weighed 130,000 pounds— 
almost 86,000 
pounds over the 
Pennsylvania limit. 
Pennsylvania 
s t a t e 
police 
stopped more than 800 trucks in 
1950 which 
weighed from 75,000 
to 100,000 pounds.

TEHRAN, Iran — Last night our 
party of 50 American newspaper 
editors experienced one of the most 
unusual 
and 
exciting 
airplane 
flights ever undertaken in this part 
of the eastern world. 
When we 
started this tour of Europe and the 
Middle East, Pan American World 
Airways assured us that the best 
crew on this side of the Atlantic 
had been assigned to our plane for 
the entire journey. 
We are now 
convinced that there could be none 
better. 
Having been forced to stay in 
Istanbul longer than anticipated 
b e c a u s e our plane had been 
grounded on account of bad weath­ 
er, our entire schedule was tljrown 
out of gear. 
We had intended to 
go to Ankara, capital of Turkey, 
from Istanbul, but passed up that 
stop when the weather closed in. 
Our hotel in Istanbul allowed us to 
keep our rooms an extra night, but 
was unable to permit us to stay 
beyond that time due to previous 
reservations. 
After we checked out of our 
rooms, we found that the storm 
which had previously enveloped 
the region around Istanbul, had 
moved east right in the path of our 
intended journey. 
Anyway, our 
hotel reservations in Tehran did 
not begin until the next night. So 
even if our plane had been able to 
leave Istanbul that day, we would 
have had no place to sleep in 
Tehran. 
We sat around the lobby of the 
hotel Istanbul all that day trying 
to figure out what to do. Captain 
Terwilliger of our plane crew re­ 
mained out at the airport all day 
checking weather reports. Finally 
he came up with an idea which ap­ 
peared to solve the whole situation, 
providing the storm kept on mov­ 
ing east at its present rate of 
speed.

The captain figured it out this 
way. 
He said his calculations in­ 
dicated that the storm would move 
past the Tehran area early the 
next morning. 
Therefore, if we 
started our flight about one o’clock, 
we yvould arrive in Tehran just 
after the storm left. 
Also, he fig­ 
ured, we would reach the range of 
mountains, which leads down to 
Tehran, just before daylight. 
In 
view of the fact that the entire 
flight to Tehran, a distance of 
nearly 1,500 miles, had to be made 
by dead reckoning instead of by 
radio beam, it was im portant that 
we m eet the mountain range in 
daylight. 
We called our bunch together 
and took a vote on Captain Terwil­ 
liger’s proposed plan. So confident 
was everyone In the captain’s abil­ 
ity to take our plane through safe­ 
ly, the vote was unanimous in fa­ 
vor of the I a. rn. start. 
The captain then called his crew 
together and then spent all that 
afternoon and evening checking re­ 
ports and preparing their flight 
plan. At midnight we all went out 
to the airport. 
Our luggage was 
put aboard the big plane, the mo­ 
tors were warmed up and checked, 
and exactly at one o’clock the Pan- 
American Clipper zoomed down 
the long runway and took to the 
air. 
After a while the captain turned 
operation of the ship over to Art 
Moen, 
our 
co-pilot, 
and 
came 
back to talk with us. 
He said we 
were going to fly at a very high 
altitude, merely as a safety meas­ 
ure, and advised everyone to relax 
and rem ain seated as much as 
possible. Even so, our stewardess, 
Gloria Siddell, and steward, Bert 
Hawkinson, found it necessary to 
adm inister oxygen to a couple of 
us during the night.

Twice 
during 
the 
night 
our 
navigator, Tom Howell, "shot the 
stars’’ to keep us on course. When 
the gray of dawn started to break, 
we could see faintly the terrain 
below us. ll was the most barren, 
God-forsaken 
place 
imaginable. 
No vegetation, no water anywhere. 
Just desert. 
As the sun began to glisten on 
the white clouds around us, those 
mountains started looming up. The 
captain had reckoned right. 
We 
were meeting the mountains in 
daylight. 
And 
the 
storm 
had 
passed on. 
According to the captain's flight 
plan, we were to pass over a con­ 


fluence of two rivers at twenty 
minutes past seven. He hit it right 
on the nose. 
All the rest of the way to Teh­ 
ran our plane flew over 
barren 
mountains and through the passes. 
There was only one tough peak to 
look out for and 
that one was 
right near Tehran. It was a 19,000 
foot giant. As we neared 
Tehran 
the 
mountains seemed to 
get 
larger. Their peaks were covered 
with snow. 
Then the big one 
came 
into 
view. Everyone felt easier 
now. 
We knew it would be only a few 
minutes before we landed at the 
Tehran airport. W hat a captain. 
What a crew. What a ship.

As we filed into

building at 
Tehran 
and ,shook 
hands with waiting officials, 
we 
learned that the Shah of Iran was 
waiting to receive us at his palace.

We decided, however, to visit 
the shah

hotels to freshen up. It was then 
that Rebecca Gross, of the

classic remark that, although we 
had been entertained by royalty 
in many nations on the trip up 
to now, “This is the first time I 
ever went to a palace reception 
w earing the same clothes I slept 
all night in.’*

Last Coal Mine 
Dies In Michigan 


SAGINAW, 
Mich.—(ZP)—Mich­ 
igan’s coal mining industry died 
peacefully 
this week, 
mourned 
only by members of the family, 
and after a long illness. The bur­ 
ial has been virtually completed. 
Death came to this once-pros- 
perous industry in a rural setting 
near the town of St. Charlet 
in 
southern Saginaw county. 
There a group of hardy indivi­ 
dualists went through the final 
steps of closing the Swan Creek 
mine, last producing coal mine in 
♦his state and, even in death, one 
of the most interesting. 
Shaft Sunk In U M 
The demise can be attributed to 
poor circulation—of the coal she 
produced. 
People were more in­ 
terested in buying coal from other 
states than our home-grown pro­ 
duct, for perhaps some very good 
reasons. 
The history of Swan Creek is 
inevitably part of th* history of 
coal mining in Michigan. But the 
mining company has a story, as 
well, that stands alone. 
The first coal mine shaft in 
Michigan was sunk near Jackson 
in 1840. Soon industrialists found- 
rich deposits in 27 lower peninsula 
counties, from Saginaw Bay on 
the east to Grand Rapids on the 
west, and from Jackson to Ros­ 
common. 
At Peak In 1907 
By 1907 the industry was at its 
peak and the state was producing 
more than 2,000,0Q0 tons of coal 
annually. The Saginaw valley was 
the busiest of all areas and by 
1915 was digging nearly 95 per 
cent of the state’s total output. 
Then the arteries began to har­ 
den. 
Mines in Ohio, West V ir­ 
ginia and Kentucky were produc­ 
ing coal of their own, and pro­ 
ducing it cheaper. Michigan coal, 
with a high ash and sulphur con­ 
tent, found it hard to compete. 
By the year 1923 a decline had 
set in, or as some described ii, a 
plunge. 
In 1933 there were only 
six mines remaining in the state, 
producing 
among 
them 
about 
340,000 tons of coal a year. 
Finally, in 1946, a mine near 
the thumb village of Unionville 
closed—and that left o n ly one in 
the state—Swan Creek. 
Miners Hang On 
The Swan Creek mine was still 
going by virtue of a courageous 
venture in free enterprise on the 
part of 13 Saginaw county miners. 
These miners, in the face of a 
declining industry, had decided 
to found their own company in 
1941. 
They scouted out possibili­ 
ties and selected a site that was 
once near the center of the val­ 
ley’s mining operations. 
The 
majority 
of 
them 
had 
worked before in other mines. 
They knew th e'dangers, both fin­ 
ancial and 
physical. 
But 
they 
Gleamed of the possible independ­ 
ence. 
They pooled their money and 
mortgaged their homes and raised 
some $40,000 to start 
the 
Swan 
Creek Mining Co. Then the min- 
er-owners, 
averaging 
about 
55 
.years in age, went to work to dig 
their own coal.

Swan Creek never was troubl­ 
ed by strikes, even though its 
owner diggers belong to John L. 
Lewis’ United Mine Workers. The 
mine was small and out of the 
way and the UMW always grant­ 
ed special permission for it to 
operate in time of strikes. 
For years 
the 
little 
business 
managed to get along by selling 
to neighborhood consumers who 
eliminated the middleman’s cost 
by coming to the mine themselves 
with trucks and wagons to buy 
coal. 
Recently, however, the coal has 
been heaping up outside the shaft. 
Late this Winter, President Mi­ 
lano eyed a pileup of 2,500 tons 
and decided it was time for Swan 
creek to quit. 
He called a halt 
to operations. 
The last coal has been produced. 
The final pieces of machinery are 
being cleared away. The 30 Swan 
Creek miners, including the seven 
remaining owners, 
have 
ridden 
the cage car up for the last time. 
And Michigan’s coal mining in­ 
dustry has faded into the pages 
of history.

Modern Building Materials Transform 
W aste Space Into Showplace' Apartment 


A home is where you make it, 
even if the site selected is the back 
storeroom of an old furniture store 
building. Ledger Reed, enterprising 
furniture dealer of Saukville, Wis., 
demonstrated that point in effective 
fashion recently when he trans­ 
formed a 24x30-foot area in the 
rear of his store into a model three- 
r o o m 
apartm ent, 
including 
a 
kitchen and bath and even an indi­ 
vidual “ front door” and entrance 
way. 
The Reeds* new apartm ent is 
now the showplace of Saukville, a 
tiny town of 699 population some 30 
miles northwest of Milwaukee. Its 
distinctive design and sm art use of 
modern m aterials, plus up-to-the- 
minute 
decorative 
ideas, 
have 
brought it national attention. 
So 
many visitors came to see it that 
the Reeds set aside an entire week 
for “open house.” 
Cover Bare Brick Walls 
The space was simply an empty 
room when Reed took over the 
business a couple of years ago. The 
walls were bare, exposed bricks 
and the joists of the high ceiling 
were uncovered. In those respects 
it was typical of thousands of store 
back-rooms all over the country. 
The transformation was pictured 
in a recent issue of Living for 
Young Homemakers. It was accom­ 
plished principally through the use 
of decorative insulating board, an 
oconcfrnical and multi-purpose m a­ 


terial for building interior walls 
and ceilings. Insulation board was 
chosen because, in addition to its 
moderate cost and easy applica­ 
tion, it insulates and decorates. 
The first step was to erect a 
framework of 2x4-inch lumber to 
partition off the new rooms and to 
lower the ceiling to a convenient 
height. 
The ceiling of the 16x24- 
foot living room was purposely 
sloped in the direction of the out­ 
side wall so that a cove could be 
constructed on the opposite wall 
for indirect lighting. A continuous 
set of ceiling-high closets made up 
the separating wall between living 
room and bedroom, with the closets 
opening into both rooms. The liv­ 
ing room area continued in an L- 


shaped pattern around the bedroom 
to provide space for a dining nook 
and kitchen. 
Insulating Board Walls 
Insulating board in an attractive 
off-white shade was selected for 
three of the living room walls. The 
fourth wall was finished in dado 
style, with hardboard as a wainscot 
and insulating board planks, in 
variegated tones of tan and brown, 
above it. Insulating board tiles, in 
light-reflecting white, were placed 


in an ashlar pattern to form the 
ceiling. 
To m ark the dining area, a 
change in ceiling treatment was 
used. 
There insulating b o a r d 
planks, also in white, were laid 
parallel with the exterior wall. 
Through suspended ceiling con­ 
struction, the room height at this 
point was reduced to that of the 
lower side of the living room. In­ 
sulating 
board 
tiles 
in 
16-inch 
squares covered the kitchen ceil­ 
ing. These tiles were given a coat 
of white oil paint. 
For the bedroom walls, white 
insulating board planks were ap­ 
plied vertically, a small bevel at 
the joints creating an interesting 
pattern. 
Insulating board tiles, in 
the 16-inch squares, provided the 
ceiling for this cheerful room. 
Novel ‘Exterior’ Treatment 
An 8-foot passageway was left to 
separate the apartment from the 
main store room. 
The wall form­ 
ing the exterior wall of the apart­ 
ment at that point was covered 
with large sheets of insulating 
building board, 
with decorative 
batten strips running from floor to 
ceiling at 16-inch intervals. 
Be­ 
tween the battens, the board was 
covered with a wood-patterned wall 
paper. 
The addition of a front 
door of the exterior type completed 
the out-of-doors appearance of this 
area. 
In planning his model apartment, 
Reed took advantage of the variety 
of sizes and shapes in which deco­ 
rative insulating board is produced. 
The large sheets, known as building 
board, come in 4-foot widths and 
various lengths. He chose a length 
that would span from floor to ceil­ 
ing without cutting, thus eliminat­ 
ing waste. Planks in several widths 
were used for the living room wall 
and applied in a random pattern. 
Uniform width planks were ap­ 
plied to the bedroom walls and to 
the dining area ceiling. The ceiling 
tiles were selected from a variety 
of available sizes. 
Insulating board products of the 
type used in the Reed project are 
being widely used for many kinds 
of interior remodeling.

Corruption Quiz 
Has No Progress

WASHINGTpN — (ZP) — The 
Truman Administration s attem pt 
to clean up government corrup­ 
tion today looked about as pretty 
ac a dove that fell in a tar barrel. 
Months have passed and still no 
investigation, 
although 
there’s 
been a little excitement and some 
big talk. 
When the noise subsides over 
the 
double-firing 
of 
Newbold 
Morris and Attorney General Mc­ 
Grath—Morris by McGrath 
and 
McGrath by President Truman— 
you get to the meat in the coconut 
with two questions: 
* 
I. The heat was on MGrath and 
his Justice Department but why 
did it take him so long to get hot? 
2. Does Morris know what hit 
him? (For that m atter, who does, 
outside 
McGrath and the Presi­ 
dent? ) 
On Feb. I McGrath appointed 
Morris to investigate the govern­ 
ment. Morris said he’d start with 
McGrath’s own Justice 
Depart­ 
ment. On Feb. 25 he said he’d sepd 
government officials a sharp ques­ 
tionnaire 
about 
their 
financial 
sources. 
Why The Delay? 
A couple of weeks later he sent 
the questionnaire to McGrath and 
his Justice Department first. Mc­ 
Grath had a whole month to de­ 
cide whether Morris was right or 
wrong with the questionnaire. 
So why, knowing all about the 
questionnaire so long, did it take 
' McGrath so long to get indignant, 
so indignant that he sacked Mor­ 
ris, especially since only last Feb. 
I he had promised Morris “com­ 
plete, enthusiastic and unlimited 
cooperation.” 
Morris has been a kind of babe 
in the woods ever since he came 
here. 
He’s issued a number of 
statements which got him 
head­ 
lines but could hardly improve his 
investigatory technique: 
he has 
qua1$eled with members of Con­ 
gress who denounced and investi­ 
gated him; and after two months 
on th# job he had a staff of only 
IO lawyers, plus some other help, 
and had investigated exactly no­ 
body. 
Mortis seemed to think he had 
an answer to what hit him, 
al­ 
though 
it’s 
doubtful he has the 
right owe: He said McGrath hired 
I him kl the belief he was a soft- 
touch and would never really in­ 
vestigate anyone. 
This hardly jibes with the ad­ 
ministration’s attempt to hire, be­ 
fore Morris agreed to take the job, 
men who could hardly be describ­ 
ed ae anybody’s soft-touches, men 
)Mie the late Robert Patterson, for­ 
mer secretary of war, Montana’s 
former Senator Burton K. Wheel­ 
er, and Federal Judge Thomas F. 
Murphy, who sent Alger Hiss to 
js« when Murphy was a govern­ 
ment prosecutor. 
Change Of Minds 
On Feb. I Morris told newsmen 
he was impressed by M cGrath’s 
“ainceritir and good faith” in help­ 


ing him in the investigation. Yes­ 
terday he said of his brief Wash­ 
ington career: 
“If it hasn’t ac­ 
complished anything else, we have 
gotten rid of Howard McGrath.” 
On Feb. I McGrath told news­ 
men 
“Mr. Newbold Morris is a 
distinguished lawyer with a re­ 
putation 
for 
courage, 
firmness 
and fairness in dealing with prob­ 
lems that affect the integrity of 
public service. I earnestly ask the 
American 
people to place their 
trust in the rectitude of his ef­ 
forts. . .” 
Earlier this week McGrath told 
a committee of Congress—which 
was quizzing McGrath about his 
Justice Department and wants to 
see his income tax returns—that 
he’d never have hired Morris if he 
had it to do over again. 
Maybe, 
if 
McGrath 
is 
mad 
enough, he’ll let the cat out of the 
bag. 
Or maybe the cat will be 
pulled out by that same commit­ 
tee whose chairman, Rep. Chelf, 
Kentucky Democrat, said yester­ 
day his group may call both Mc­ 
Grath and Morris for questioning. 
Meanwhile the investigation of 
government corruption 
is 
back 
where it 
started 
months 
ago, 
which is no place.

To Panama Jungle

BREMERTON, Wash. A band 
of ambitious loggers 
and 
their 
families are making a big leap 
from Pacific Northwest forests to 
the tropical jungles of Panama. 
The Lewis and Son 
Logging 
Co., a logging concern at the K it­ 
sap County town of Crosby for 
more than 30 years, has become 
the Lewis Logging Co. of Panama, 
Inc. 
Their axes and saws will 
henceforth bite into 
mahogany, 
rather than Douglas fir and cedar. 
Experienced Logger 
The man who started the tropi­ 
cal trek is Bill Lewis, a 34-year- 
old Crosby native, who has been 
in the logging business 15 years. 
“It had to come,” Lewis said, 
“This country is about 
logged 
out. 
There isn’t enough timber

to go around any more. We’ll keep 
our property here and maybe in 
25 years we’ll come back and 
log it.” 
(Many Pacific Northwest 
logging interests would dispute 
that statement.) 
f 
In a gigantic moving effort, 
Lewis has transferred everything 
from giant 
bulldozers, 
“cherry 
pickers” (portable hoists), trucks 
and power saws on ships to the 
tropics. 
In Supervisory Capacity 
He is taking many of his loggers 
with him, although they will work 
in 
supervisory 
capacities 
only, 


with Panamanian natives doing 
the actual work in the woods. 
“Going into that territory will 
be just like it would have been 
to come into the Puget Sound 
country a hundred 
years 
ago,” 
Lewis said. “Those people know' 
little or nothing about modern 
logging methods. 
200 Natives Working 
“Nearly 200 natives are em­ 
ployed now, cutting trails. 
We 
are building our own city in the 
wilderness. 
We’ll have our own 
airstrip, float base and barracks 
for the men.” 
Lewis said he understood the 
growth of trees in four weeks in 
Panama is equivalent to a year’s 
growth in the Pacific Northwest. 
The company’s holdings cover in 
excess of 900 square miles.

Many people have 
said I should remarry for the

(A) Of course you miss your 
wife and the burden of caring for

Remedy Sought 
For High Water 


WASHINGTON, D. C — (Special 
From Washington News Service) 
—At a conference here, a commit­ 
tee of representatives largely from 
the Great Lakes states, has asked 
the International Joint 
Commis­ 
sion to make inquiry on the causes 
of the high w ater in the lakes and 
also to m ake recommendations on 
a remedy for the high water which 
is causing tremendous damage to 
property in the area. 
The International Joint 
Com­ 
mission was created by a treaty 
between the United States 
anc! 
Great Britain in January 
1909 
and its objective was to “prevent 
disputes regarding the 
use 
of 
boundary waters and to settle all 
questions which are not pending 
between the United States and the 
Dominion of Canada involving the 
rights, obligations or interests of 
either in relation to the other or 
tile inhabitants of the other, along 
the common frontier, and to make 
provision for the adjustm ent and 
settlement 
of such questions as 
may hereafter arise.” 
The commission consists of six 
members, three appointed by the 
President of the United States and 
three by His Majesty on recom­ 
mendation of the government of 
Canada. 
It was organized in 1911 
and established offices in Wash­ 
ington and in Ottawa, Canada. It 
has jurisdiction over all cases in­ 
volving the use or obstruction or 
diversion of boundary waters be­ 
tween the United States and Can­ 
ada. of waters flowing from boun­ 
dary waters, and of waters at a 
lower level than in rivers flow­ 
ing across the boundary.
